The sun has been quiet past few days, although there are regions 
that could cause some major flare activity at any time. 


For this weekend, conditions should be quite good. The solar flux 
is 155, meaning enhanced ionization, higher MUF, so 15M and even 10M 
should be open during daylight hours and into the "gray" zone. 


The geomagnetic field is quiet to unsettled, with the current A-index 
at 10. Solar wind is around 350 km/second, or within the normal 
range, so nothing to perturb our magnetic field for the next several 
days. This means even 40M should be nice for QRP QSO's in late 
afternoon through the dark hours, with fairly low natural noise 
levels. 


With the SF at 155 and quiet magnetic fields, 30M should also be 
quite nice to explore. 


Tuning around only moments ago, both the ham bands and the international 
broadcast bands are active to 22 MHz.

Hello Brian, 


When I finally sat down to learn the code, this is what I did. I had a 
shortwave receiver that I could tune to the US novice bands. I would 
find someone who was sending very slowly and tune in his signal. 
Beside me, I had a sheet of paper with the alphabet and numbers along 
with the corresponding code characters. I would listen to a character, 
quickly find it on the sheet and write down the letter, number, or 


punctuation mark. At first, I missed lots of characters, but after 
doing this a few evenings for an hour or so a night, I found that I 
needed to refer to the code sheet less and less and pretty soon didn't 
need it at all. I found it helpful that I was listening to real QSO's 
because it made it much more interesting than doing boring code 
practice drills. As for sending, I found it came quite easily once I 
could copy comfortably. By that time, I had a good idea what well sent 
code should sound like and this carried over to my sending. I'd 
recommend learning to send on a straight key at first to get used to 
forming the characters manually and when you feel good about that, 
then perhaps try a bug or automatic keyer. This method worked for me, 
but I wouldn't guarantee that it would work for everyone. Perseverence 
is the key. Good luck and hope this helps.

Dave, 


Make the radials as long as the antenna is tall and make as many of them 
as is practical for you. 12 will work, 16 is a good compromise number, 24 
would work better. That old stuff about cutting radials for ground 
mounted verticals to some resonant length is wrong information. 

Radials don't work on ground mounted verticals the same way as they do on 
elevated verticals. The best radial would be to copper plate your back 
yard. That being out of the question, you get as close to that condtion 
as you practically can. Hence the more radials the better. One radial on 
a ground mounted vertical is practicaly useless.

Here's the plan: 
One half of W8JK folded dipole optional configuration as shown 
in Kraus' "Antennas" book: 


The total width is 1/2 wavelength on 40 Meters. Center Fed. 

Length from End to End is obviously 3/2 wavelengths. So it uses 
about 190 Feet of wire leaving only 10 feet of the allotted 200 feet 
unused. 


Up to 100 feet of feedline is allowed so open wire feed can be made of 
200 feet of wire too. 


The ends of the wire will be threaded thru 3/4 inch PVC with holes 
drilled and connection of rope to hold them up. 


12 Special spreaders (Field attached) 


Each of the 3 wires is put on in Clove-Hitch fashio, first on one 
side of the X, then the other, with the exit wires held down 

by the looping wire. As viewed on this page, wires run thru each 
"X" from the bottom of the page upward. 


The open-wire feeders is constructed in the manner of the article 
in the ARS Sojourner (June 1998) that I mentioned before. (I don't 
have that ascii drawing and I'm already taxed with the above :) 


Who knows if it will work, but if it does, we6w will have one very 
neat multiband antenna he can build in the field! 


Now to build that back-packable, field deployable 66 foot tall tree!

Here it is, 3AM +, and I am pulling my usual 
get-up-in-the-middle-of-the-night-for-two-hours routine. On the NW40, W70IT 
is working KC5SPZ on 7110, both signals solid as a rock. If regular sleep is 
tough at 53 what's it gonna be like 20 years from now? Anyway, it gives me a 
quiet moment to pay my respects to Roy. 


The only thing is my thoughts have already been expressed, many times, by 
others. Have you noticed, every post about Roy has pretty much said the same 


thing? And my personal experiences with him were absolutely identical, great 
radios, great person. 


A couple of years ago... 

It had been quite a while since I had built a radio and the urge was 
irrepressible, so I started looking. Would it be an NC40, one of Dave 
Benson's rigs, OHR, what? These are all great kits but I wanted full CW band 
coverage and you can't conveniently do that with "them new-fangled varactor 
things." Well, I decided on the NW40. It had an air-variable tuning cap and 
went to 7200KHz, just what I was looking for. So, I put a check in the mail 
to EMTECH and waited. 


As I was recent to this list at the time, I had no knowledge of what I was 
going to get. Boy, was I in for a treat! Roy shipped quickly, I was 
impressed by the quality, it went together exactly as specified, it worked 
exactly as specified, and far better than I had expected. 


Every evening I walk into the ham shack and hit the "big switch". Everything 
comes on with a slight "thud" and the dial lights and digital displays start 
glowing, not the same as tube glow, but nice just the same. Now I've got 
some very serious commercial gear, here, but the one radio that always 
commands my attention, first and formost, is the NW40. The gain is always up 
and I'm always listening. I once commented to Roy in some correspondence 
about the great stability of the VFO. He told me "it's those little yellow 
caps" and said he would frequently zero-beat Radio Australia while he was 
working and wouldn't have to touch it up for 30mins to and hour. With 
today's synthesizer technology we take this kind of stability for granted.

In a thread about Solid State Design, someone mentioned this W7ZOI book 
from ARRL. I knew about Intro... for years, and had access to a copy of 
it at work for some time. It's an excellent book, though most definitely 
not at the beginner level! It was first printed circa 1981, and was 
priced for the college textbook market (meaning it cost an arm and a leg 
and a pancreas). It went out of print a few years back, and the ARRL 
picked it up. 


Their version is paperback, and quite a bargain at $30, especially with 
the software disk that comes with it. The programs aren't the latest and 
greatest Window-ized style--they run under DOS-- and lack some bells and 
whistles, but are very, very useful. My favorite is GPLA, General 
Purpose Ladder Analysis, which is quite useful for analyzing frequency 
response of low pass filter designs. Used in conjunction with FDS, the 
filter design software by Bob Lombardi (freeware, which I posted to the 
qrp-l archives years ago), I've had a huge amount of fun designing and 
analyzing various low pass filters. 


BTW, Wes told me that when the League approached him and asked about 
reprinting it, he gave them two copies he had, they tore them apart and 
did a photographic reproduction, and the paperback is indistinguishable 
from the original. Excellent quality. I don't know if they plan to make 
this book available for all eternity or if it will go out of print 
eventually, so if you're at all interested you might want to pick up a 
copy while you can. 


While we're at it, another excellent book is RF Design by Chris Bowick, 
available through Sams (I think) for something like $25 (paperback) . 
Some of the chapters were printed as articles in Ham Radio magazine 


years ago. This one is also not a beginner level book, but a very good 
one for thise into RF design techniques. 


BTW, the same deal as "Intro" applies to the DeMaw book on ferromagnetic 
cores--it was once priced for the textbook market, selling for $56 just 
before it went out of print, and now has been reprinted in paperback by 
someone else for much less. MFJ puts it out, and costs something like 
$19. (It covers a lot more than just toroids.)

There was a bit of talk recently about sources of SMD parts. I just 
browse the daily digests from time to time so don't know if someone 
mentioned this source or not, but he's a good one--I forget his last 
name (Kelly?), but he goes by "baggybob" which is also his e-mail 
address. He's in Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, does mail order, and I've 
bought from him in person at Dayton for 4 years now. (He said he used to 
have a ham call but hasn't been licensed for years.) 


The "baggybob" tag was put on him years ago because he's Bob and he 
sells parts in plastic bags. In addition to a lot of leaded parts, he 
also has a very good selection of SMD capacitors. He has some SMD 
semiconductors and other things, but mostly capacitors, all at a dollar 
a bag. Quantity in the bags vary, of course, but in general his prices 
(the quantity you get for that dollar) are a lot better than most 
places, and his collection of capacitors is very good, I think--easily 
the best selection I've seen anywhere in the surplus world. It ranges 
from single digit pFs up into single digit and even low double digit 
microfarads. He has NPO ceramics on the low end, as well as surface 
mount silver micas (!), and tantalums at the high end. He doesn't have 
every value along the way, but usually enough different ones that you 
can hit what you need by putting two in parallel. 


He doesn't have much in the way of resistors, just an assortment of 1000 
pieces for ten bucks, something like 20 pieces per value. It stops at 
something like 300K, which is a bit of a bummer, but I have some higher 
values of my own that I might part with later (I have a few reels 
sitting around). 


If anyone is interested, I can e-mail a copy of his latest price list. 
If I've already sent it to you this year, it's the same one so you don't 


need to ask again; no update from him since Dec 97, I think.

My call is EC5ACA and my QTH is near the city of Valencia, on the east 
shore of Spain (sri, not so gud DX, hi hi). I can hear the 15 meters -and

-similar to Uniden 2830 transceiver-.

1994, so as a matter of fact I'm no novice anymore. I do prefer CW for DX, 
but not too quick, I'm under 20 WPM yet. 

Novice segments in Spain are from higher to lower frequencies: 


28.900 to 29.100 all modes (CW & phone & digital -SSTV, RTTY and so on ...-) 
28.100 to 28.150 CW only 


21.150 to 21.200 all modes 
21.050 to 21.150 CW only 
7.020 to 7.030 CW only 
3.600 to 3.700 all modes 
3.550 to 3.600 CW only 


I have no antena for 80 meters, and I run 3W with homebrew TX and Malta-40 
homemade as RX in 40 meters with the same CB antenna, hi hi. I usually call 
‘round 28.110, 21.060 (mostly) or 7.030. Anyone interested please send 
e-mail to my private address.

I 
have the ++ without the gain pot for audio and on SSB I can only get about 
1.5 watts out on voice peaks. It will "whistle up" to a full 5 though. I had 
some info on this at one time but have misplaced it. 

I have tired several different mics and mic elements and so far the little 
one from MFJ seems to be the best (the one mentioned in the manual) but even 
with the processing it seems I should be able to get a little better than 
the 1-1.5 watts out.

Got the fan dipole, aka, spider web, up on the shop roof yesterday. Came 
out pretty good. The center mast support worked FB, cut a couple of pieces 
of plywood, about 1 ft wide and 2 ft long, then sealed them with some water 
sealer. 


Bolted the boards together with a couple of large steel 90 degree brakets 
and then bent them to match the pitch of the roof. Added the roof mast 
anchor thingie and slid a 5 ft lenght of PVC pipe over a short steel pipe 
in the anchor. Once guyed in place with the antennas, it looks like it 
woun't go anywhere. 


One snag, the 40 M dipole ends extended well past the edge of the roof, but 
the 20 and 17 dipoles fit just perfict. So, one leg the 40 dipole extends 
past the roof line and is tied to a fence in the back, the other leg is 
tied to a convent power pole next to the roof in front, then angles over to 
over the front door. 


SWR on 20 and 17 look to be within reasonable limits, but was way out on 
40. Had to shorten both legs by about a foot. Even splurged on some brand 


new RG-8M coax to feed it with! 


Only time will tell how well it works.
